Accident at Wheelersburg 


Today at Noon. 


THE HORSE RAN AWAY 


And Miss Anna Purdum Frightfully 


Injured and May Die. 


Benjamin Bratt Sr., Also Thrown from 


the Carriage and Hia Wrist Broken 


and Was Otherwise Injured. \ 


There was a shocking runaway ac- 


cident at Wheelersburg today about 
noon, as the result of which Miss 
Anna Purdurn was probably fatally 
injured and Benjamin Bratt, Sr. 
had his arm broken and was seri- 
ously bruised. 


The accident happened just after 


the 
Norfolk & Western passenger 


train, due here at 
10:55, reached 


Wheelersburg. Miss Purdurn alighted 
from this train, being on her way 
to spend a few days at the home of 
Mr. Ben Bratt, Sr.. being a warm 
friend of the family. 


She was met at the depot by Mr. 


Bratt and the two had just seated 
themselves 
in his buggy when the 


train pulled out. This frightened 
the horse and he started to run. 
Mr. Bratt lost control of him and 
the maddened animal dashed at tor- 
rih'c speed down the road leading 
from the station to the village. 


Mr. Bratt was thrown from the 


carriage when about one-third of 
the way to the village had been'cov- 
urecl. He struck on his side ;uicl one 
of his wrists was broken'and he was 
generally bruised. 
He was uncon- 


scious when picked up. 


Miss Purdum managed lo remain 


in the carriage until about half-way 
to the village. Then she was thrown 
head-long from the carriage. 
She 


was unconscious and frightfully dis- 
figured about the head and 
face 


when picked up. She was carried to 
a near-by residence and a physician 
summoned. It was found that her 
head was cut mid mashed so badly 
that she was unrecognizable. 
The 


physician at first thought she could 
not possibly recover. 
Later he said 


that he could not determine the re- 
sult of her injuries for several hours 
and gave more1 hopes for her recov- 
ery. 


The news came to this city by a 


telephone message from -John Rich- 
ardson of the wholesale grocery linn 
of .Richardson, "Ncudocrt'er & Silcox. 
He telephoned at lirst that there 
was no hope for Mi.ss I'urdum and 
that her relatives had better come 
at once if they wanted to sco her 
alive 
Later he telephoned that the 


physician had sume hopes of her. 


Miss Purdum is a sister of At- 


torney J. P. Pimlimi and resides 
with him on .East Kighth strceL 
She has many relatives and scores of 
warm 
friends, 
who learned with 


sorrow of her accident. 
She has 


been^prominunt in church work, and 
her many friends hope 'that better 
news will come from her bedside.
